For the first time since the 
late President, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt and his Federal Emer- 
gency Administration authoriz- 
ed construction of the building 
appropriately named at the time 
“Belle Glade Town Hall 1939,” 
few major changes have taken 
place “up stairs.” 

Replacing an antiquated pod- 
ium, the new dais is tiled with 
synthetic flooring on which 
rests the new half oval Council 
Table of American Cherry. All 
improvements, suggested and in- 
stigated by City Manager, C. B. 
Talmadge, were carried through 
without fanfare, but admitted 
by all to be a most obvious en- 
hancement to an outmoded 
meeting room. Comfortable, up- 
holstered, tan, leather, execu- 
tive chairs, finished in walnut, 
now serve Councilmen as places 
to sit rather than the old type. 
“otficialsseat of authority” {ог 


merly used and which adorned 
many an office building and 
rostrum in days gone by. Tur- 
quoise and Champaign drapes 
hang gracefully at all windows, 
heretofore bare.
